TOXIC~-EVEN FATAL 
Dr ‘W. Melville Arnott, 
of the University of Bir- 
mingham, England, goes 
much . further, He says, 
“the truth is that an.over- 
dose rest is very toxic and 
even lethal, and should be 
classed 1s one of the most 
powerful of the drugs of 
addiction.” That's a strong 
statement, Toxic means poi- 
sonouss lethal means fatal;
